REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of the combination of "...a handlebar including a right-hand grip and a left- 
hand grip; a control lever mounted to the handlebar at or near the left-hand grip for 
simulating a clutch of a motorcycle; a timing circuit including: a display; a timer 
connected to the display; an output for generating a signal when activated; a random- 
timing generator connected to the timer and the output; and a switch connected to the 
timer and the random-timing generator and operatively connected to the control lever; 
the switch for activating the random-timing generator when the control lever is actuated; 
the random-timing generator for simultaneously activating the timer to begin timing and 
activating the output to generate a signal, at a random time after being activated by the 
switch; the switch for stopping the timer when the control lever is released; and the 
display for displaying an elapsed time between the timer being activated and being 
stopped" are not anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record in the 
examiners opinion. For example, Letovsky et al '072 discloses a motorcycle simulator 
which teaches a handlebar (figure 3-5), a right hand grip (figures 4 and 5), a left hand 
grip (figures 4 and 5), a control lever simulating a clutch and mounted at or near the left 
hand grip (clutch 180). Allgaier '171 discloses a timing device used in testing motor 
vehicle driver response which teaches a user activating/deactivating a switch (22) in 
response to a visual output signal (23) when activated through a switch (21). In turn a 
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timer (3) returns a result of the elapsed time thereby indicating a users measured 
response to an event. Kirson et al 751 discloses an athletic training device and method 
which teaches training athletes in a variety of racing conditions by providing a display 
(LCD 20), a timer connected to the display (timer inherent in the microcomputer 16 as 
pointed to in col. 5, lines 2-8), an out put for generating a signal when activated (amp 
22), a random timing generator connected to the timer and the output (inherent in the 
device and pointed to in cols. 3-4, lines 60+ and 1-15, respectively), a switch for 
activating the random-timing generator (switch 11). However there is no motivation or 
suggestion to combine the prior art in such a way as to arrive at the applicants claimed 
invention capable of fulfilling all of the claimed functions.
